Then we learned that Prince 
Philip at the time had only one 
prey lvunge suit bought by 
hintsel( apart from his uniforms, 
When his late father's posses- 
sions arrived from Paris at the 
end.of the war the frugal young 
man had pfornptly hod them 
mended and altered for himself. 


Some proptc, of course, will 
treat such evidence as cossip- 
column whimsy. 


They will point out that, the 
luxurious homes of his uncle, 
Lord Louls Mountbatten, were 
also home for the young Prince. 


Yet that taste of afftrence 
could hardly provide him with 
capital, especially since the 
Mountbatten wealth -was then 
entirely ted up in the Cassel 
family trust in which Lady 
Mountbatten shared. 


The poorest 


The cynics will also remind 
us that before his marrlage the 
Duke was already a Greek 
prince In his own right, Was his 
poverty—thcy will ask—the 
sume brand of ellded poverty 
which $s talked about when a 
royal house is down to Its lust 
half mic? 


The answer is that for Prince 
Philip's parents poverty hod 
real meaning.

At his death ‘In 1944 his 
estate in Britain (where for 
security reasons we moy suppose 
he keat o large part of it) hid 
dwindled to  213,625.. Quite 
apart fron his sisters, Prince 
Phillp's mother would naturally 
have first claim on this, -

E all know how nice 

it is to go to bed

ought to suffer (or perhaps it 
would be better ta say “enjoy”). 
One can be so tired that the legs 
ache or the shoulders and arms 
hurt too much for sleep.

this overtiredness js becoming a 
nightly problem. 


UNSUSPECTED CAUSE 


There may be some fault in the 
organisation of your dally life. 
You may be working too hard, 
or doing a job In which you have 
no interest (that is often an 
unsuspected cause of feeling 
overtired). It may be that you 
do your work in a bad posi- 
thon; you may be standing or slt- 
ting awkwardly. . 

If overwork is the cause it 
means that the muscles arc full 
of the harmful  substanccs—or 
toxins as they are called—which 
are produced ‘in minute quantity 
every time every muscle in the 
body is made to work. If so, 
the brain, the heart, and the: 
celle in the blood, cannot cope 
with such doses of these toxins 
In the time at, thelr disposal. 

Before they..huve got the 
muscles ‘clear. and ready. for 
action, it is time to start an= 
other day—but with Mmbs not 
ready for the job.

brain which have accumulated 
s0 much that the blood ‘hasn't 
tlme In the course of one nlyht’s 
sleep to clear way the products 
of a lot of thinking. 


OVERWEIGHT 


Another factor that 
over-fatigue is overwelght. If 
your unfortunate muscles ate 
having to carry around all day 
an extrh couple of slones of 
superfluous fat, they are going to 
compliin much sooncr. 

The remedy for this sort of 
tiredness, very usual in the stout, 
middle-aged, housewife is ob- 
vlous—cat fewer buns, pastrics, 
and other fattening carbohydrate 
fouds. In these patients, weight 
nist be reduced if life ls ever 
to feel good again! 

Another cause of feeling ex- 
cessively tired is anxiety or 
worry. This is chiefly, but not 
entirely, due to the resulting loss 
of eleep. <A further common 
reason for lacking vigour and 
freshness is lack of oxygen. 

The blood necds a lot of oxy- 
gen while it $s busy "cleaning- 
up” the nerves and muscles of 
the body. A couple of hours 
before bedtime spent in a hot, 
stuffy room will do a lot to 
make next day’s aashday feel 
Uke a ten-mile tramp. 


ANAEMIA 


Sometimes’ there can be more 
serious causes for overtiredness. 
The commonest is. perhaps 
anaemio'ond this the doctor wil! 
be delighted to cure. It is some- 
thing for which he can do 50 
much. An overactive . thyrold 
gland, some early chest trouble 
are also possible causes. - 

People vary very much In their 
need of sleep, but ns a general 
rule most adults require a nightly 
average of cight hours.

It was ‘unqualified disaster 
when the. giant suspension 
bridge outside Tacoma col 
Jnpsed in a driving gal on 
November 7, 1940. : 

U.S. engineers filmed and 
mensured every second of Its 
death throes, Some even 
ventured out on the writhing 
span in a car. But everyone 
was off when the centre span 
snapped and crashed into the 
river, Nobody was hurt. 


STRONGEST 


The Tacoma engincers then 
proceeded to use their bitterly 
won knowledge to rebuild a 
2,800-foot span, Completed in 
1950, it 1s one of the world’s 
strongest and ¢afest. 

French engineers, preparing 
in 1065 to straddle the Selne at 
Tancarville with. Europe’s big- 
gest bridge, decided’ to profit by 
Tacoma’s lesson, * 

The new structure, with a 
centre spon of 2,000 fect, will 
be opened to the public July 11. 
It wns built entirely by French 
firms at n cost of $17,416,300. 

The Tancarville bridge ia Just 
inside the mouth of the Seine, 
at a spot battered, by storms 
sweeping along the English 
Channel, 120 miles down river 
from Paris. 


REINFORCE 


From Tacoma, the French 
learned to reinforce the grace- 
ful centre span with a girder 
truss underneath, It will keep 
the span from swinging. back 
ond forth even in a hurricane, 

Methods of attaching the

NATIVES 


By PETER SMARK 


Port Moresby, Aug. 2. 

Sorcery and weird 
_customs retain a grip 
on many native minds 
in Papua, New 
Guinea, in spite of 
civilising influences 
spread by Christian 
missions and the Aus- 
tralian administration 
of the territory. 


Strongest among the ese 
elvilised of the Territory's 
1,800,000 native people, are the 
traditions of “puri-puri” (sor- 
cery) ond ancient tribal customs 
which still dug at the thin voll 
of civilisation of even the more 
advanced natives, : 


The ancient rites and customs 
of the hundreds of ethnic and 
Hngulstic groups in the Territory 
range ‘from ritual murder to 
methods of agriculture. 


Swoop Down 


In the rugged, remote, 
upper reaches of the Purarl 
area of Papua recently, for 
example, a band of cannibal 
hillmen swooped down on a 
village, and killed and ate the 
native village constable. 

According to Native Affairs 
Officers, they were Inspired 
by tribal tradition rather 
than cannibal Just. 


In their tribe,’ a’ woman had 
died,. and: the perlpd of mourning 
for her could be ended only by 
her relatives killing o man of 
another . tribe. 


These natives came from one 
of the few areas not yet 
under direct administration 
control. But even among natives 
long influenced by . administra- 
tion officers, puri-puri and tribal 
customs still have great influence, 
according to a senior officer of 
the Native Affairs Department 
in Port Moresby. 


Veneer 


“Qne cannot spend mucl 
_ time tn this territory without 
realising “how ‘thin is the 
veneer of civilisation on the 
seemingly sophisticated na- 
tlve,” he sald, adding that 
even many natives in the 
maln towns of the Territory 
belleve that- certain potions 
enablo them to put up botter 
performances In sport, for 
example.
